IMMIGRATION TO THE UNITED 
STATES 
(CONCLUDED) 

homes in a land of liberty inspired the old 
time immigration. In 1827 the Royal George 
carried twenty-three immigrants; in 1840 the | 
Britannia brought ninety ; now the ocean liner 
can transport two thousand in the steerage. 
The old-time arrival expended his money where 
he earned it; now a stream of American gold | 
flows east and west from our Atlantic and | 
Pacifie seuboards, and in the channels of trade 
it never returns. Much of the immigration 
which comes to us is undesirable. That 
which is strong, honest, healthy, and comes 
10 stay is desirable, for every man possessing 
these qualifications is a gain if he does not 
drive some other man out of employment. If 
the stream of immigration is regulated to meet | 
the demands of the nation, it will prove bene- | 
ficial to man and country; if it flows in too | 
rapidly to be assimilated, it is an evil which 
will sooner or later work injury to our insti 
tutions. True, we have vast acres to settle, 
but there is no crying demand that they be 
filled all at once and by everything that pre 
sents itself. Much of the immigration of the 
present day does not go upon the land; it clings 
to our industrial centres and does not become 
the independent, town-building addition to our 
population which the old-time immigration did. 
A great many come with the intention of re 
maining only long enough to acquire a fev 
hundred dollars and then returning to thieit 
native lands. 

A law will one day be passed, I hope, wlii 
will require each immigrant to declare his in 
tentions as to future residenze and citizenship, 
before he is admitted, each immigrant to be | 
carefully and accurately instructed as to thie | 
difference between this government and the | 
one he left behind. A more fraternal interest 
should be taken in the immigrants than is now 
manifested. First impressi ms are lasting, and 
if the man is worthy of a place on our soil he 
is worthy of such a reception as will cause him 
to feel more of respect for us than the immi- 
grant now entertains. At present the immi- 
grant passes our gates with no betier under- 
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standing of our laws, Constitution or Hag than 
when he arrived. Each immigrant should be 
given a copy of the Declaration of Independ 
ence, the Constitution and the law regulating 
naturalization, He should be presented with 
an American flag, and he should be taugh 
auy other flag on 
earth. In a word, if he is worthy of admis 
sion, he should be given to understand that 
| he is welcome.
